Regarding claim 1 , None of the prior art teaches or suggests an x-ray camera 
comprising a correction factor setting unit for setting a correction factor based on 
electronic image data of a reference subject provided from a x-ray image sensor which 
takes an x-ray photograph of the reference subject and a controller for correcting a 
brightness data of the image output from said x-ray image sensor based on the 
correction factor to output corrected brightness data as claimed in independent claim 1 .
